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Alberta budget in the red 

Provincial finances headed into deficit for first time since 1993

The Stelmach government 
released its provincial 
budget yesterday, which 
includes a $4.7-billion 
deficit, the first in 16 
years, and the largest in 
Alberta’s history. 

Despite the grim reality 
facing officials, Finance 
Minister Iris Evans deliv¬ 
ered the news with opti¬ 
mism yesterday. 

“In terms of the global 
recession, we’re riding un¬ 
certainty on a tidal wave, 
and we’re in the best boat 
possible,” she told re¬ 
porters. 

Rather than borrowing 
from banks and accruing 
interest, over $2 billion 


will be drawn from the 
“rainy day” sustainability 
fund to ease the burden. 

“I don’t think anyone 
celebrates having to spend 
dollars they’d saved for a 
rainy day, but we’re fortu¬ 
nate to be able to do that 
in a situation with lower 
energy revenues and lower 
anticipated tax revenues,” 
Evans said. “If we had just 
cut the budget, Alberta 
would be in huge turmoil.” 

While Evans and Treas- 
uiy Board president Lloyd 
Snelgrove wouldn’t define 
how an additional $2.2 bil¬ 
lion will be raised, the 
minister suggested person¬ 
al taxes wouldn’t be sub¬ 
ject to increase, though 
“no stone will be left im- 
tumed.”

While the effectiveness 
of the boycott remains to 
be seen, such a revolt by 
bedrock Conservative 
supporters is bound to 
cause some waves in the 
once populist party, ob¬ 
servers say.

Though the oil and gas 
industry was touted as the 
province’s biggest cash 
cow, plans to stimulate im¬ 
mature industries like live¬ 
stock and nanotechnology 
are forecast. 

“Not having a crystal 
ball, I can’t tell how long it 
will take to recoup,” Evans 
said.

POLITICS Despite provincial 
officials having lit this 
year’s deficit-fuelled budg¬ 
et in a rosy glow, critics say 
dollars are merely being 
shuffled around to smoke¬ 
screen bare-minimum sup¬ 
port in vital sectors. 

A commitment by Treas¬ 
ury Board president Lloyd 
Snelgrove to boost infra¬ 
structure by $23.2 billion 
for the 2009-12 Capital 
Plan, supporting 80,000 
jobs this year, is a drop in 
the bucket to opposition 
leaders. 

“Alberta needed a jobs 
budget, and the govern¬ 
ment gave them a welfare 
budget,” NDP Leader Brian 
Mason said yesterday. “The 
budget will create zero 
new jobs. There is no new 
capital spending. They’ve 
squandered a real opportu¬ 
nity today.” 

Though health and well¬ 
ness dollars will be boost¬ 
ed by $558 million, health 
critics say money is being 
allocated to vital areas.

Lloydminster may get 
canola biodiesel plant 

Site to be boost to canola industry: Exec 


Canola as biofuel 


Biodiesel supplier Canadi¬ 
an Bioenergy and crop-pro- 
cessing giant Archer 
Daniels Midland Co. are 
carrying out a joint feasibil¬ 
ity study that could see 
Canada’s largest canola 
biodiesel plant built in Al¬ 
berta. 

If the project proceeds, 
the companies will build 
the plant on the site of 
ADM’s canola-crushing 
plant in Lloydminster and 
produce 265 million litres a 
year, Canadian Bioenergy 
said yesterday. 

The plant would need an 
annual supply of 240,000 
tonnes of canola oil. 


• Canola has two major ad¬ 
vantages over other biofuel 
sources. It's abundant in West¬ 
ern Canada and the low satu- 

crushed from about 
600,000 tonnes of seed. 
Canada produced a record 
12.6 million tonnes of the 
yellow-flowering crop last 
year.

MIGRANTS A group of more 
than a dozen local protest¬ 
ers gathered in front of 
Canada Place yesterday to 
oppose last week’s crack¬ 
down on migrant workers 
in the Toronto area. 

One of the protesters, 
Lynn Sutankayo, said the 
whole purpose of the 
demonstration is to send a 
message to the Canadian 
government that the raids 
are not okay with Canadi¬ 
an citizens. 

“We are demanding that 
they immediately release 
the detained workers,” she 
said. 

Just under 100 migrant 
workers were arrested and 
detained on April 2 in the 
Greater Toronto Area. 
Canadian officials have 
stated that the arrests 
were made as a result of a 
three-month investigation 
into illegal immigration at 
the Canadian Border Serv¬ 
ices Agency. 

“It’s really a brutal treat¬ 
ment of people who really 
just want to be a part of 


our country, like so many 
before them,” Sutankayo 
said. “We’re supposed to 
be the land of immigrants 
and supporting multicul- 
turalism.” 

Although the raids oc¬ 
curred across the countiy, 
Sutankayo said the event 
hits home for many of the 
protesters, whose family 
members have immigrated 
from faraway countries. 
She believes that all of the 
people who live and work 
here should be granted sta¬ 


tus as legal immigrants 
without having to deal 
with the government’s 
judgment. 

“There’s no such thing 
as an illegal human being, 
so we are asking that those 
who are being detained 
will be immediately re¬ 
leased and granted immi¬ 
gration status,” she said. 
“The government needs to 
stop tr 5 dng to categorize 
people into legal and not 
legal and recognize us all 
as human beings.”

Flaherty 
touts

with BNN 
television. 

However, 
he noted 
the terms 
and conditions for funding 
of some small businesses 
and projects were still pro¬ 
hibitive and urged banks 
to do their part to loosen 
credit. 

In coming days Flaherty 
is expected to announce 
the creation of an advisoiy 
committee to help him 
identify trouble spots in 
the credit market so the 
government can target ex¬ 
traordinary financing, al¬ 
ready announced in the 
budget, to those areas.

Lawyer challenges terror law 

Argues man's j'ihadi’ videos about freedom of expression 


Said Namouh’s computer 
held all sorts of videos, of 
American soldiers being 
blown up, the executions 
of "infidels,” a how-to 
guide on suicide attacks. 

But are these “jihadi” 
videos, and hundreds of 
online conversations 
drawn from the basement 
computer of this curly- 
haired Moroccan native 
with a fondness for Adidas 
soccer jerseys, the under¬ 
pinnings of terrorism — or 
were they simply the go¬ 


ings-on of a man practising 
his right to free expres¬ 
sion? 

It’s a central question to 
a terrorism case unfolding 
in a Montreal courtroom 
that is challenging the con¬ 
stitutionality of Canada’s 
terror laws. 

“This whole business of 
promoting and advocating 
jihad is the heart of the 
case,” said Namouh’s 
lawyer, Rene Duval, out¬ 
side the courtroom yester¬ 
day. “They believe my 


client has advocated crimi¬ 
nal acts through jihad by 
putting things on the In¬ 
ternet.” 

Duval contends that the 
terror laws, pushed 
through parliament fol¬ 
lowing the Sept. 11 at¬ 
tacks, contravene the con¬ 
stitutional rights to free¬ 
dom of expression and reli¬ 
gion. “They have the po¬ 
tential to catch both 
speech that is acceptable 
and that which is not,” Du¬ 
val said. 


Namouh faces charges of 
conspiracy as well as par¬ 
ticipating in, facilitating 
the activities of and extor¬ 
tion on behalf of a terrorist 
group. 

The Crown says 
Namouh, 36, was a key 
member of the Global Is¬ 
lamic Media Front, consid¬ 
ered a major propaganda 
arm of such terrorist 
groups as al-Qaida. It’s al¬ 
leged Namouh edited and 
disseminated many videos 
himself, torstar news service

The scale of the RCMP's ex¬ 
panding investigation into 
the homicide of Wendy 
Ladner-Beaudry in Vancou¬ 
ver's Pacific Spirit Park has 
nothing to do with the 
prominence of the victim's 
family, an RCMP 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The 53-year-old mother 
of two was found mur¬ 
dered along a park trail on 
Friday. Ladner-Beaudiy was 
a member of the Ladner 
family, who the communi¬ 
ty of Ladner in South Delta 
is named after. 

She was co-chair of the 
B.C. Games Society, chair 
of the KidSport fund and a 
former Sport B.C. board 
member. 

Her ancestor was a 
founding member of Cana¬ 
da’s largest law firm, Bor¬ 
den Ladner Gervais LLP, 
and her brother Peter Lad¬ 
ner is a former city coun¬ 


cillor and Vancouver may- 
oral candidate. 

“It would be irrelevant 
whether this victim was 
prominent, a street work¬ 
er, homeless or otherwise,” 
said Cpl. Peter Thiessen 
yesterday. 

“A significant homicide 
took place here and we’re 
responding to it.” 

An autopsy has been 
completed, but investiga¬ 


tors are not saying how 
Ladner-Beaudiy died. 

RCMP expanded their 
search yesterday, and 
around 75 officers will re¬ 
main on the crime scene 
until the end of today. 

Investigators have re¬ 
ceived 50 tips and provided 
a description of what Lad¬ 
ner-Beaudiy was wearing 
to refresh people’s memo¬ 
ries.

Strong aftershocks stall rescue efforts in Italy quake

At the South Pole, an ice 
bridge holding the Wilkins 
shelf to the continent gave 
way over the weekend, 
which means the shelf, 
about the size of Jamaica, is 
in danger of sinking into 
the sea, one of 10 such 
shelves, some 10,000 years 
old, now shrinking. 

Despite these and a mil¬ 
lion other signs, global 
warming deniers persist in 
seeing the whole problem 
as some kind of cooked-up 
left-wing conspiracy to de¬ 
prive us of our right to drive 
a Hummer. 

This attitude is most firm¬ 
ly entrenched in places like 
the Frontier 


Centre for Public Policy, 
based in Winnipeg, which 
bills itself as an “indepen¬ 
dent think tank.” I’m glad 
they cleared that up: It’s 
hard to tell if anyone is 
thinking by going to their 
website, where piece after 
piece dismisses the UN In¬ 
tergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change (IPCC), 
which won the Nobel Prize 
for its work on global 
warming, as some kind of 
fraud. 

For example, it huffs the 
head of the panel is an 
economist, not a scientist. 
So OK, here’s a scientist: Dr. 
Andrew Weaver, a climatol¬ 
ogist and lead author of the 
landmark IPCC report that 
won the Nobel for “efforts 
to build up and disseminate 
greater knowl¬ 
edge about 
man¬ 
made 
chmate 
change.” 
Dr. Weav¬ 
er is so distressed by opposi¬ 
tion to the effort to fight 
global warming he recently 
issued an urgent ciy: “The 
scientific community has a 
very solid understanding of 


what is causing global 
warming: It is overwhelm¬ 
ingly because of the com¬ 
bustion of fossil fuels.” 

Dr. Weaver is alarmed be¬ 
cause ignorance is not con¬ 
fined to the right. From the 
left, “environmentalists” 
have taken to opposing 
every effort to switch to al¬ 
ternative, non-fossil fuel 
sources: Wind turbines al¬ 
legedly endanger birds, hy¬ 
dro lines cause brain cancer, 
run-of-river hydro genera¬ 
tion kills rivers. Even if it 
doesn’t. 

So, although the polar ice 
caps are melting, although 
real deal scientists such as 
Dr. Weaver try to warn us 
that time is running out to 
address global warming, we 
continue to try and argue it 
out of existence or complain 
the move to alternative ener¬ 
gy has its own issues. 

Good, there’s that threat 
dealt with. I’ll just stick my 
head back into the sand, 
and with any luck I’ll be 
long gone by the time any¬ 
one has to reap the heat.

Ottawa backs car warranties 

Government to guarantee repairs even if GM, Chrysler fail 


''It will help consumers know that they 
have confidence when they buy a vehicle 
from GM and Chrysler.” 

Industry Minister Tony Clement 


Canada will guarantee the 
warranties of cars sold by 
General Motors and 
Chrysler under a new pro¬ 
gram announced 
yesterday to help prop up 
the struggling carmakers, 
even as Ottawa said it 
must be ready for their 
possible bankruptcy. 

Late last month the gov¬ 
ernment, which says a dis¬ 
orderly bankruptcy in the 
sector would cause enor¬ 
mous damage, rejected re¬ 
structuring plans present¬ 
ed by both companies but 


announced $4 billion in 
bridge financing for them. 

Warranties on new vehi¬ 
cles would be guaranteed 
by a $185.3-million com¬ 
mitment program, regard¬ 
less of whether Chiysler 
and GM go into bankrupt¬ 
cy protection. 

The program will be 


funded with cash from the 
automakers and a loan 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment to pay for repairs 
covered by the warranties 
on each new vehicle sold 
until “the period of uncer¬ 
tainty” ends. 

“It will help consumers 
know that they have confi¬ 


dence when they buy a ve¬ 
hicle from GM and 
Ghrysler during this uncer¬ 
tain period, that their war¬ 
ranty ... will be there for 
them,” Industry Minister 
Tony Glement told a news 
conference. 

Glement also said the 
government will increase 
by $700 million the 
amount of accounts receiv¬ 
ables insurance that Ex¬ 
port Development Ganada 
can offer to auto-parts sup¬ 
pliers so they can get mon¬ 
ey owed. REUTERS

Cutbacks cost speed skaters training time 


OLYMPICS An S.O.S.S. was 

sent out yesterday — Save 
Our Speed Skaters. 

In a distress call just 10 
months out from next Feb¬ 
ruary’s Winter Ol 5 nnpics, 
Speed Skating Canada said 
the performances of its 
athletes are being compro¬ 
mised by dramatic cut¬ 
backs at their training 
base in Calgary. 

What it means for the 
speed skaters in the short 
term is they’re losing two 
months of critical training 
time this summer on the 
fastest ice in the world at 
the Ol 5 nnpic Oval in Cal¬ 
gary. For the long term, it 
could be the disintegra¬ 
tion of this highly success¬ 
ful program. 

“It’s a bit stressful right 
now to think I don’t know 
exactly what I’m going to 



be doing in July when I’ve 
been planning to be in Cal- 
gaiy training and on the 
ice,’’ said sprint star Jere¬ 
my Wotherspoon. 

“It’s a tough time to do 
that leading up to the 
Olympics when a lot of dif¬ 
ferent people — from the 
government, from Sport 
Canada, from the COC 
(Canadian Olympic Com¬ 
mittee) — have announced 
to the public over and over 
what our goals are as a 
country this season.” 

Indeed, the Canadian 
long track team is expect¬ 
ed to produce 10 to 12 
medals at the 2010 Van¬ 
couver Olympics as part of 
a plan to see the nation 
top the medal stand¬ 
ings, something 
which speed skat¬ 
ing standout 


Kristina Groves said will 
be a lot tougher if their 
training schedule is de¬ 
railed. 

“To compete with the 
best in the world, you 
can’t marginalize ice 
time,” said Groves. 

While a good portion of 
their training will be at 
the Richmond Olympic

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Giving your car's exterior a good wash is one of the must-dos after winter's onslaught. 


Now that Canada is show¬ 
ing the first signs of warm 
weather after a long 
winter's nap, getting your 
vehicle prepared for spring 
consists of more than just 
putting your snowbrush 
and ice scraper away. If you 
want your pride and Joy to 
last for years and minimize 
the amount of time spent 
in the shop, follow these 
essential car care tips that 
can be done by you or a 
professional, depending 
on your level of comfort. 

Andrew Michael, owner 
of Michael Automotive 
Paint & Design in Barrie, 
Ont., has been fixing other 
people’s paint problems 
for years, has restored all 
manner of vintage British 
automobiles, and also 
races an early-’80s Mazda 
RX-7 that’s too wild for the 
snow, so it sits in storage 
all winter. 

Michael’s first sugges¬ 


tion to keep your vehicle 
in tip-top shape is to give 
its paint the spa treatment. 
“Road tar, environmen¬ 


tal pollutants, and all the 
dirt and grime acquired in 
the daily drive needs to be 
removed from your paint. 


and the surface polished to 
resist the accumulation of 
new grime, corrosion or 
rust,” he said. 

“While newer paint fin¬ 
ishes tend to resist fading 
and will maintain their 
shine far better than those 
of the past, the springtime 
polish is still not to be over¬ 
looked. Most detail shops 
offer this service that gen¬ 
erally consists of a multi¬ 
stage system of thoroughly 
cleaning, compounding 
and finally polishing and 
sealing the paint to its orig¬ 
inal condition.” 

Also, aluminum wheels 
should be cleaned in a sim¬ 
ilar manner to remove all 
that caked-on brake dust 
and road sluriy. If you’ve 
been using your ride daily 


throughout the harsh win¬ 
ter months, your best 
friend should be a pressure 
washer. 

While giving your car’s 
exterior a good wash and 
close inspection for damage 
is obvious, tiy to get as far 
underneath as you can, get¬ 
ting out at all the salt, sand 
and cmd that’s collected 
there in the last few 
months. 

However, do not be 
tempted to do the same 
under your car’s hood as 
getting water in places 
where it wasn’t designed 
to be can be extremely ex¬ 
pensive to repair. 

When it comes to me¬ 
chanical issues, the most 
obvious — besides the 
ubiquitous oil change — is 
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For sports cars 

For those whose perform¬ 
ance cars or convertibles 
get stowed away come the 
first signs of fall, there's ad¬ 
ditional maintenance and 
care that's needed to get 
them ready for sun¬ 
drenched drives. 

Regardless of the type of 
vehicle you're taking out of 
its winter hibernation, first 
do a visual check to see if 
anything has taken up a 
home in your car. Having 
mice, bugs or birds camping 
out in warm places in your 
car isn't uncommon. Clean 
out the spider webs as well. 

Next, change the oil as en¬ 
gines that haven't operated 
in months can get seized or 
damaged without proper at¬ 
tention. Drain and flush your 
radiator coolant and gaso¬ 
line in the fuel tank, and re¬ 
place everything with fresh 
fluids. Inspect the car's brake 
lines and calipers and/or 
drums, because modern 
brake fluid goes bad with 
dust, air and moisture. 

"Trim and rubber seals 
should also be cleaned with 
the appropriate cleaners 
and conditioners to ensure 
they maintain their integrity 
and or elasticity and to keep 
from drying out, thereby cre¬ 
ating leaks and wind noise," 
Andrew Michael suggests. 

to swap your winter tires 
to your all-season or sum¬ 
mer-only rubber. 

Beyond that, having in¬ 
spections done on your 
cooling and electrical 
charging systems while at 
your local garage can pre¬ 
vent surprises.

Spring tire rituals can be divine 



hose pagans really 
knew a thing or two 
on how to throw a 
party come springtime. 
Summer solstice shows up, 
and they’re out there sacri¬ 
ficing left, right and centre, 
sta 5 dng up all night ponder¬ 
ing the constellations, and 
hauling huge rocks around 
to make Stonehenge-like 


structures ... just generally 
having a ball. 

In comparison, modern 
Western societies are a bit 
more muted in their spring 
rituals. The big ones in our 
neighbourhood are taking 
the Christmas lights down, 
and sweeping the porch. 

But if you have a car, 
you’re in luck, because car 
spring rituals have a bit 
more party mode about 
them. And nothing is more 
symbolic and uplifting than 
doing that divine swap — 
taking the winter tires off, 
and replacing them with 
the summer ones. 

So here’s a brief checklist 
to keep in mind, at that joy¬ 
ous, tire changeover time. 


First off, hopefully 
you’ve got each set of tires 
(winter, summer) mounted 
on their own set of rims. 
The alternative — mount¬ 
ing and re-mounting tires 
onto one rim set — can 
damage the tire beads. 

Ideally, your summer 
tires should be balanced 
before they go back on, 
and then the car should be 
checked for alignment. If 
you got expensive rims 
and tires, you need to do 
this to protect your invest¬ 
ment and get all the per¬ 
formance you paid for. 

But if you’re on a budget, 
you might modify this a 
bit. If the tires ran fine 
when they came off. 


chances are they will run 
fine now. The tire installer 
can determine a lot just by 
visually inspecting the 
tires. If they’re not wearing 
unevenly, maybe you don’t 
need the alignment — at 
least until a road test 
proves otherwise. 

Make sure your nuts are 
lubed with anti-seize. This 
makes rims so much easier 
to take on and off. A pro¬ 
fessional installer should 
do that automatically, but 
it doesn’t hurt to ask. 

Same thing for tire rota¬ 
tion. A pro will mark each 
tire in chalk, which corner 
of the car it was last 
mounted, so the next in¬ 
staller can rotate them ap¬ 


propriately. But this does¬ 
n’t automatically happen 
all the time, so get it on 
the work order. 

I’m pretty sure any in¬ 
staller will set the correct 
pressures of your summer 
tires. After that, it’s up to 
you to visually inspect 
them, at least once a 
month. 

It’s so simple it hurts, 
but having the correct 
pressure in your tires is the 
best, cheapest, and most 
effective way of having a 
happy tire. And a happy 
tire is safer, more fuel-effi¬ 
cient and lasts longer than 
a grumpy tire. 

The final issue with the 
winter-to-summer tire

changeover is storage. 
Hopefully you got your 
winter tires back clean, 
and have a cool, dry place 
to store them. If you need 
to keep them in the living 
room, maybe throw a nice 
wrap over them that 
match the drapes.

Car care products explained

MAINTENANCE With the 
days of salt and snow al¬ 
most over, it’s time to get 
the shine back on your car 
again. You probably know 
that it’s a bad idea to wash 
your car with dish soap — 
but putting the sparkle on 
your ride, inside and out¬ 
side, may not always be as 
easy as it seems. Many 
questions pop up: What’s a 
glaze? Should you treat 
your leather? Does dash¬ 
board protectant actually 
cause long-term damage? 

Jim Dvorak, a car care 
specialist at Mothers, a 
leading car care products 
company, helps sort out 
the basics in this interview. 

If a new car has a 
warranty on its fin¬ 
ish, why bother to 
wax or take care of it at all? 



A factory warranty 
is there to protect 
you to ensure that 
the paint preparation and 
application process was 
sound, that quality paint 
was used, and that it was 
cured properly. New-car 
warranties don’t protect 
you from fallout or oxida¬ 
tion over time, which will 
occur naturally if paint is 
not waxed or cared for 
properly. Car wax, 
whether S5mthetic or car- 
nauba (a palm tree deriva¬ 
tive), acts as a sacrificial 
layer between your paint 
and Mother Nature. 



Waxes? Sealants? 
Glazes? Polishes? 
What’s the 
difference? Do many peo¬ 
ple get confused shopping 
for paint care products?

so than to communicate 
their actual function. 

“Wax” has become a seg¬ 
ment of products designed 
ultimately to protect your 
paint. They traditionally 
have contained carnauba, 
though in recent years 
they might instead contain 
a synthetic wax or poly¬ 
mer. Some wax products 
also contain cleaners or 
polishes, while some are 
just pure wax. 

A “sealant” is essentially 
a S5mthetic form of a pure 
carnauba wax, and can re¬ 
quire extensive prepara¬ 
tion and diying time, so 
they’re generally sold in 
the “enthusiast” communi¬ 
ty to people who don’t 
mind spending all week¬ 
end working on their cars. 

A “glaze” adds depth and 
shine while helping to fill 
in minor defects that nor¬ 
mally reflect in the sun 
and cause a spiderweb-like 
appearance to the finish. A 
glaze should always be fol¬ 
lowed by a pure wax. 

Should I treat my 
leather seats? 
Doesn’t the factory 
treat leather seats so own¬ 
ers don’t have to? 

Some factoiy leath¬ 
ers do have a coat¬ 
ing to protect the 
to an extent — 
though they should also 
be maintained. A thor¬ 


ough vacuuming of the 
surfaces, especially the 
seams, will help to remove 
grit, which may damage 
the finish. A routine clean¬ 
ing and conditioning 
should still be done next. 
Some premium leathers 
benefit from dedicated 
conditioners with natural 
oils, while others can get 
by with a combination 
cleaner and conditioner. 

Is it true that some 
vinyl / plastic pro¬ 
tectants can actual¬ 
ly damage materials over 
time? If so, what’s impor¬ 
tant to look out for? 

There are many 
mjfths about vinyl 
protectants — and 
some of them find their 
origins many years ago 
when some products were 
made of ingredients that 
did cause problems. The 
rumours were continued 
by people who used prod¬ 
ucts as a last-ditch effort to 
revive their sun-beaten 
dashboard, only to find it 
became cracked — not re¬ 
alizing the pressure of ap¬ 
plying the product simply 
accelerated the aging 
process. In other words, 
they used the product too 
late. Quality brands today 
use modern ingredients, 
which are safe, so these 
m 5 fths from years ago are 
no longer valid.

Spring brings with it plen¬ 
ty of warm weather, 
outdoor activities and vis¬ 
iting. Days are longer, 
nights are warmer, and a 
hot summer is right 
around the corner. 

Although spring can be a 
great season for driving, it 
can also be one of the 
most dangerous. Awaken¬ 
ing wildlife may wander 
onto public roadways at 
night, and excited kids 
may do the same during 
the day. Heavy rain and 
temperature fluctuations 
typical of the season can 
make driving treacherous, 
too. The list goes on. 

So, do you want to make 
sure you’re properly set up 
for safe springtime trav¬ 
els? Listed below are some 


pointers to make sure your 
family trips in the coming 
weeks are all safe ones. 

Lights 

Check for and replace 
burned-out bulbs on your 
car or truck as needed. It’s 
important to make sure 
headlights are aimed prop¬ 
erly too, for maximum 
nighttime illumination. 
Check your owner’s manu¬ 
al for information on how 
to do this yourself, or head 
to your favourite mechanic 
for assistance. 

Windshield and wipers 

If you’re using rubber- 
wrapped winter-blades on 
your car, replace them with 
summer blades. Winter 
blades are bulky and not 
aerodynamic — they tend 
to lift away from your wind¬ 
shield at higher speeds. 
This reduces their effective¬ 


ness and poses a safety con¬ 
cern. A more aerod 5 mamic 
summer wiper blade gener¬ 
ally does a better job in 
warmer weather. 

Applying RainX or a sim¬ 
ilar water-repellant to win¬ 
dows can make a huge dif¬ 
ference in visibility during 
rainy conditions, too. Ap¬ 
plied properly, it causes 
water to bead quickly and 
helps keep the windshield 
clean. You’ll want to fill up 
with a summertime wash¬ 
er fluid as well. 


Motoring through 
April showers 

Spring often brings heavy 
rainfall, which can pose a 
driving challenge. Remem¬ 
ber that wet roads are the 
most slippeiy when it first 
starts to rain, as oil on the 
road’s surface begins to 
mix with water. 

Leave lots of room. You’ll 
need at least twice as 
much of it to stop if the 
roads are wet. 

No matter how strong 
the urge is to send a tidal 


wave sloshing over inno¬ 
cent pedestrians, inten¬ 
tionally driving into a large 
puddle is never a good 
idea. There may be some¬ 
thing hidden under the 
surface, and a large 
amount of water can tem¬ 
porarily reduce the effec¬ 
tiveness of your brakes, 
too. 

Be prepared 

It’s not a bad idea to keep a 
survival kit onboard your 
ride, 365 days a year. In the 


case of a breakdown away 
from home, you may wish 
to have blankets, a supply 
of non-perishable food, 
candles, matches, cash and 
even a reflective vest. 

Make sure you’re in top 
shape for a drive, too. 
Consider investing in 
some driving glasses to 
cut back on glare and eye 
fatigue, and avoid heavy 
meals before longer trips. 
Driving when you aren’t 
alert just isn’t worth the 
risk.

It's tough going out there 
in the near-luxury sports 
sedan arena, and the 
game has moved on, with 
every major player offer¬ 
ing all-wheel-drive and 
some crossing the 300 hp 
threshold. Who wants to 
be left out of that club? 

Acura has addressed 
both these issues in the all- 
new 2009 TL. 

There are two models to 
choose from: The front- 
wheel-drive TL ($39,990) 
powered by a 280 hp 3.5L 
V6 and the $44,490 TL SH- 
AWD (Super Handling All 
Wheel Drive) with a 305 hp 
3.7LV6. 

Both models get a five- 
speed manumatic with 
paddle shifters. 

Mechanically, Acura may 
be plajdng catch-up here. 


but stylistically, this 2009 
TL isn’t pandering to any¬ 
body. Distinctive, bold, 
sneering — these are 
words that spring to mind 
when first viewing the TL’s 
angular, metallic snout. 


The creases and cut lines 
around the trunk and tail- 
lights are equally ginsu- 
knife lethal, and the well- 
defined blisters above the 
front wheel arches add 
muscle to the front 
haunches. 

As it is with most model 
makeovers, the 2009 TL 
casts a larger shadow than 
is predecessor — wider by 
30 mm, taller by 10 mm, 
and the wheelbase is 
stretched by 34 mm.

It’s a fresh interior too, 
with organic flowing lines 
that radiate from the driv¬ 
er like waves in a pond. 
Acura is eschewing the 
Germanic one-knob-for-all- 
fimctions philosophy here, 
peppering the dash, steer¬ 
ing wheel and console 
with more buttons than a 
cardigan factoiy. 

Once you figure out 
where eveiything is, how¬ 
ever, it beats tiying to keep 
one eye on a screen while 
scrolling through menus. 

Those familiar with Acu¬ 
ra will know technology is 
a big part of this maker’s 
identity, and gizmo-geeks 
won’t be disappointed 
here. Standard fare is Blue¬ 
tooth connectivity, multi¬ 
information display, XM 


satellite radio and a 276- 
watt eight-speaker audio 
system with six CD, Dolby 
ProLogic II, and auxiliaiy 
and USB inputs. 

The solar sensing dual¬ 
zone climate control will 
automatically send warmer 
air to your feet, and a cool¬ 
er breeze to your torso if it 
suspects Master is getting 
uncomfortable.

play, rear view camera, in¬ 
terface dial, and a killer 
440 watt, 10-speaker au¬ 
dio system with an 12.7 
gig internal hard drive for 
MP3 and media storage. 

While driving the 
smooth, winding roads of 
our Connecticut test 
route, the 280 hp TL felt 
much more refined than 
the 2008 car. 

It took a nice set during 
brisk cornering too, but 
information from the elec¬ 
tric power steering (the 
old car was hydraulic) was 
nearly non-existent. 

The 305 hp TL SH-AWD 
feels more robust. It rides 
on 18” footwear (19 inch- 
ers are optional) with re¬ 
calibrated suspension tun¬ 
ing.

Koenigsegg in 1994, only 
produces a low volume of

Von Koenigsegg, who 
plans to pioneer more 
green technologies, is en¬ 
joying his company’s eco¬ 
logical status.

Double, double, toil and 
trouble. Where does one 
go to see fire burn and 
caldron bubble? One 
good bet is the Mercado 
de Sonora, a sprawling 
outdoor shopping area in 
the heart of Mexico City 
that’s the Walmart of the 
witch world. 

It’s a maze of allej^ays 
stacked with hundreds of 
stalls, located on Avenida 
Fray Servando Teresa in 


the Venustiano Carranza 
borough. 

For locals who dabble in 


witchcraft, or visitors look¬ 
ing to stray off the typical 
tourist trail, the Sonora 
market has all your ritual¬ 
istic remedies. 

You can find ever 5 fthing 
from antique amulets to 
medicinal herbs; live 
snakes to mysterious 
brews; and animal-shaped 
ceramic charms to pow¬ 
dered potions for health, 
wealth and romance. 

The market is loosely or¬ 
ganized into three parts: 
Healing herbs, Afro-Cuban 
paraphernalia and black 
magic. 

Walking amongst the 
tribal rattlers, taxidermy 
rabbits and other acces¬ 
sories of the underworld, I 
met Bertha Gutieriez 
Montes de Oca, a shaman 
who has been working in 
the market for 51 years. 
The five-foot-nothing eld¬ 
erly woman explained the 
ritualistic purpose behind 
the potions.

“Witchcraft plays a cen¬ 
tral role in Mexican society 
and medicine,” she ex¬ 
plained. 

“In the half-century I’ve 
worked here, the market 
has grown and the faces 
have changed but people’s 
hopes and desires have 
stayed the same — hopes 
for money, love, good luck, 
marriage and fewer prob¬ 
lems at work are among 
the most popular.” 

Navigating a clutter of 
products that claim to 
ward off evil spirits, Bertha 
took me to a set of stalls 
selling popular love sprays. 
For the ladies, there are 


potions for better sex, long 
marriage and curbing a 
boyfriend’s flirtations with 
other women. 

For men, the art of se¬ 
duction is a popular sell. 
Male customers looking to 
attract their heart’s desire 
will find Bertha recom¬ 
mends a product called 
Quita Calzon. 

As belief has it, men 
looking for love must first 
lather their bodies with 
this powder and think 
about the woman for 
whom they yearn. The 
power of the talcum-like 
potion will cause the 
woman in question to suc¬ 
cumb to the man’s wildest 
fantasies, all for the equiv¬ 
alent of a few dollars. 

Just in case there was 
truth to the bottles claims, 
I dabbed on a little “true 
love” perfume, an aphro¬ 
disiac oil that promises to 
attract Mr. Right. In the rat 
race of today’s dating 


scene, I figured a little sor- 
ceiy couldn’t hurt. 

From there, Bertha 
showed me a soap called 
Tapa Voca purchased by 
women who want to stop 
gossiping, and a pair of 
cloth voodoo dolls for 
women who crave more 
commitment in their ro¬ 
mantic relationships.For 
eveiy problem, the market 
sells a solution. 

A visit to Sonora market 
is a culturally significant 
look into a side of Mexico 
most tourists don’t nor¬ 
mally see. I learned that, 
though these beliefs stem 
from indigenous knowl¬ 
edge and centuries-old tra¬ 
ditional medicine, witch¬ 
craft continues to play a 
big role in contemporary 
Mexican society. 

As for that love spray? 
I’m still waiting for results.

aster may be the 
greatest of all 
the holidays. As 
evidence let me 
offer a classic re¬ 
ligious storyline, a gift-giv¬ 
ing rabbit, painted eggs, a 
four day weekend and, wait 
for it, a fine excuse for some 
major eating and drinking. 

Since I'm all about the liq¬ 
uids I love the fact that East¬ 
er is unique in that ham and 
lamb, and not turkey, are 
the menu headliners. 

When it comes to ham 
this little piggy likes fruitier 
wines. Since the meat is 
salty, and possibly glazed, a 
juicy gamay- or pinot noir- 
based red is a perfect match 
as is a medium sweet white 
made from riesling. 

An off-dry multi-blend 
white with good acidity is a 
nice alternative and the 
2007 Caymus Conundrum 
($26.95 - $29.99) from Cali¬ 
fornia's Monterey County is 
a knockout that rides a 
flavour wave loaded with 
citrus and tropical fruit. 

Lamb (no matter the 
cooking style) prefers reds, 
especially mature juice from 
France's Bordeaux and Italy's 
Chianti region. A Spaniard 
from the Rioja area like 
Grupo Osborne's 2002 Mon- 
tecillo Reserva ($ 19-99 - 
$25.26) will also do the trick. 
Aged in oak barrels for at 
least eighteen months it's a 
rustic plum fest with touch¬ 
es of black cherry, cedar and 
spice.

Hot Cross Buns have a 
mixed history. Some say 
they were part of pagan 
spring festival and later 
given the cross by monks 
wanting to give Christian 
meaning to the tradition. 
Other accounts tell of an 
English widow whose son 
went off to sea and she 
vowed to bake him a bun 
every Good Friday. When 
he didn’t return she 
continued to bake a hot 
cross bun for him each 
year and hung it in the 
bakery window in good 
faith that he would return. 
The English kept the tradi¬ 
tion for her even after she 
passed away. Holiday tra¬ 
ditions often have pagan, 
as well as Christian roots 
and many times the sym¬ 
bolism has been changed 
over time to adapt to 
those using it in their cele¬ 
brations. 

Hot Cross Buns 

While it is now possible 
to buy Hot Cross Buns 
year-round, there is noth¬ 
ing quite like fragrant, soft 
and spicy homemade 
buns. For simplicity make 
the dough in the bread 
machine, then form and 
bake the buns. As bread 
machines differ, adjust the 
amount of liquid to diy in¬ 
gredients to suit your ma¬ 
chine. Directions follow 
for making them without 
a bread machine. Makes 12 
buns. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 egg 

• 1 cup (250 ml) warm 
milk, approximately 

• 1/4 cup (60 ml) granulat¬ 
ed sugar 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) melted 
butter 

• 3 cups (750 ml) all¬

purpose flour 

• 1 tsp (5 ml) each: salt and 
cinnamon 

• 1/4 tsp (1 ml) each 
nutmeg and cloves 

• 1 -1/2 tsp (7 ml) bread 
machine/instant yeast 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) currants 

• 1/4 cup (60 ml) chopped 
mixed candied peel 
Glaze: 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) each gran¬ 
ulated sugar and water 

Icing: 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) icing 
sugar 

• 1/4 tsp (1 ml) vanilla 

• 1 - 2 tsp (5 -10 ml) milk 

METHOD: 

In a 2 cup (500 ml) meas¬ 
ure, lightly beat egg. Add 
enough milk to make 1-1/4 
cups (300 ml). Place ingre¬ 
dients, except currants, 
peel, glaze and icing, in 
bucket of bread machine, 
in order recommended by 
instruction manual. Use 
dough cycle, and add cur¬ 
rants and peel at “add in¬ 
gredient” signal. 

Remove dough from ma¬ 
chine and turn out onto a 
well-floured surface 

(dough will be sticky). Cov¬ 
er and let rest 10 minutes. 

Cut dough into 12 even 
pieces. Shape each into a 
ball, stretching and pinch¬ 
ing dough underneath to 
make tops smooth. Place 
balls on parchment paper 
lined baking sheet. Cover 
and let rise in warm place 
(75-85°F/24-29°C) until dou¬ 
bled in size, about 45 to 60 
minutes. Preheat oven to 
375°F (190°C) and bake on 
middle rack for 15 to 18 
minutes or until golden 


brown. 

Without a bread machine: 

In a 2 cup (500 ml) meas¬ 
ure, light beat egg. Add 
enough milk to make 1-1/4 
cups (300 ml). Add sugar, 
butter and yeast, stir and 
pour in a large bowl or 
bowl of standing mixer. Let 
sit 5 minutes. 

In another bowl, com¬ 


bine flour, salt, cinnamon, 
nutmeg, cloves, currants 
and peel. Add to milk mix¬ 
ture and mix at low speed 
until a dough forms. Using 
hook attachment (or by 
hand on lightly floured 
surface), knead 5 to 6 min¬ 
utes, or until smooth and 
shiny, adding more flour if 
necessaiy. Place in oiled 
bowl, turning to coat. Cov¬ 


er with plastic wrap; let 
rise in warm place until 
doubled, about 1-1/2 hours. 

Push dough down, trans¬ 
fer to lightly floured sur¬ 
face. Cut dough into 12 
even pieces (follow direc¬ 
tions above from this point 
for shaping and baking). 
Glaze: 

In small saucepan (or mi- 
crowavable glass measure), 
stir sugar with water. Heat 
over medium heat until 
sugar is dissolved. Brush 
over warm buns. Let buns 
cool on baking sheet. 

Icing: 

Combine icing sugar, 
vanilla, and just enough 
milk to make an icing con¬ 
sistency. Spoon or pipe a 
cross on buns.

Beef Bean Chili 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 small red pepper 
1 small, fresh red chili 
pepper 

1 medium onion 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil 
1 lb (500 g) extra-lean 
ground beef 

1 tbsp (15 ml) paprika 
1 tbsp (15 ml) ground 
cumin 

3 cloves garlic 

1 can (19 oz/540 mL) 
chopped tomatoes 

2 tsp (10 ml) tomato paste 

1 tsp (5 ml) dried oregano 
1/2 cup (125 ml) red wine, 
or beef stock 

Salt 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) sugar 

2 scallions 

1 can (19 oz/540 ml) 
kidney beans 
8 soft flour tortillas 

4 tbsp (60 ml) sour cream 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse, diy, deseed and 
chop pepper and chili pep¬ 
per. Set chili pepper aside. 
Peel and chop onion. 

2. Heat oil in large, flame¬ 
proof casserole pan or 
braising pan and fly pep¬ 
per, onion, beef, paprika 
and cumin over moderate 


heat. Stir constantly, until 
meat browns. 

3. Peel and crush garlic. 
Add to the casserole pan 
with chili, canned 
tomatoes and their juice, 
tomato paste, oregano, 
wine or stock, salt and 
sugar. Bring to boil, reduce 
heat, cover and simmer 15 
minutes. 

4. Rinse, dry, and chop 
scallions; set aside. 

Preheat broiler to high to 
warm tortillas. 

5. When beef chili has 
been cooking for 15 min¬ 
utes, drain and rinse kid¬ 
ney beans, stir into the 
casserole pan and cook 5 
minutes. Heat tortillas un¬ 
der broiler. 

6. Transfer chili to four 
serving dishes, then add a 
1 tbsp (15 ml) sour cream 
to each, sprinkle scallions 
over top, and serve with 
tortillas.
